Charging, in substance, that the city 
stockade is a place for beasts and 
not men, and that no person, however 
low, should be sent there under any cir- 
cumstances, without a trial by a jury, 
James W. Austin, or tne law firm of 
Kontz & Austin, representing Dr. W. 
W. MeAfee, charged with keeping and 
selling whisky, is making the fight of 
his life in the recorder’s court where 
the trial of Dr. McAfee’s case has been 
gone into now for two days without 
passing beyond preliminaries. Al- 
most the entire time has been con- 
sumed with reciting incidents of al- 
leged cruelty at the stockade, illustrat- 
ing some of the scenes with pictures 
taken on the spot, and the fight is 
not yet over, and promises to wax 
warmer before the finish. 

The trial was first begun.on Wednesday 
afternoon, but was postponed until yes- 
terday afternoon when three hours were 
spent over it without reaching the case 
proper. At this time it was again post- 
poned, and will probably be finished 
this afternoon, although it may yet 
take hours. City Attorney James L. 
Mayson will again, as on yesterday, 
be on deck for the city. He was call- 
ed into the case when it promised to 
become complicated. 

The charges against the city stock- 
ade were brought at the beginning of 
the trial in a lengthy petition of Dr. 
McAfee, in -which he set forth why he 
thought no man should be inflicted 
with a stockade sentence. He sai 
men and women sent out in the van 
known as the “Black Maria’ were 
herded together like so many beasts, 
without regard to number, sex or Nna- 
tionality, and that they were given lit- 
the light and ventilization en route to 
the stockade; that the table fare was 
rough at best; that the beds were 
insanitary and seldom changed; and 
that there was a whipping boss and 
a regular machine, called the “bucking 
machine,” for the special benefit of 
prisoners deemed -unruly.

Pictures showing the van known 4s the 
“Biack Maria,” the shackling process, 
the sleeping quarters of the men, the 
whipping boss at the “bucking ma- 
chine,” ete., were exhibited and no ob- 
jection was made to them by the city. 
Then Captain D. M. Vining,. of .the 
stockade, was put on the stand and. 
questioned as to stockade practices. 

“If Dr. McAfee should be sent to the 
stockade, what sort of work would he 
be required to do?’ was one of the 
many questions asked him. 

“He would probably be made to 
sweep out the house or boil soap by 
the steam process,’ was the reply. 

“Would he be shackled?” 

“Probably not, because he lives here 
and is well known.” 

“Don't the- straps used in flogging 
the prisoners weigh from five to eight 
pounds?” 

“I can't say how much they weigh. 
They are usually about three feet long 
and two and a half inches wide.”

Washington, June 3.—The 4tmos- 
phere of the senate chamber was sur- 
charged with electricity tonight when 
the tariff bill was taken up at 8 
o'clock in the first night session since 
congress was convened.

DR. THEODORE BARTH 
CALLED TO BEYOND 


Baden-Baden, Germany, June 3.—Dr. 
Theodore Barth, leader of one of the 
radical parties in the German reich- 
stag, died here last night of a malady 
of the digestive organs. He was born 
in 1849. 

Dr. Barth had behind him thirty- 
five years of work for liberalism in 
Germany. He had been styled an ex- 
treme radical, and for some years he 
had been the leader of that group in 
the reichstag. He lost his seat at the 
last election because he gave up 4 
sure district to a friend and ran in a 
doubtful constituency. He was an in- 
fense admirer of the institution and 
political personalities of the United 
States and he made several! long visits 
to America. He wrote freely and 
temperately of American affairs and 
jseued @ study of “American Economic 
Life” in 1884 and a book named “My 
American Impressions” in 1896. He 
traveled for. several months in 1896 
with William J. Bryan and other 
American campaigners, studying elec- 
toral methods, and he also spent 4 
considerable portion of the year 1907 
in América. 

Dr. Barth's father was an East In- 
dian planter and left him a consider- 
able fortune, which he spent generous- 
fy for political pbjects. He edited 
for. twenty-four years a hign-ctass 
weekly, Die Nation, the publication of 
which he stopped in 1907.

REV. WEBB LECTURED 
ON CALVIN LAST NIGHT 


Subject of Louisville Divine’s 
Lecture, “Calvin: Exegete 
and Theologian.’’. 


The fourth lecture in the series on 
John Calvin at the Central Presby- 
terian church was given last night by 
Rev. R. A. Webb, D.D., of the Pres- 
byterian Theological seminary at 
Louisville; Ky.,on the subject, ‘Calvin: 
Exeyete and Theologian.” 

The speaker called attention to the 
benighted condition of the middle ages, 
which he said was caused by the 
church, It regulated and ruled every- 
thing, Investigation was dangerous, 
ignorance wad’safe. Luther was the 
man who broke away from the power 
of the church, but Luther’s reforma- 
tion needed a platform. Calvin in- 
doctrinated Luther’s reformation and 
without Calvin that reformation would 
have been ephemeral. 

Calvin was equipped with all the 
powers and acquirements to fit him 
for his work. He was a timid man, 
forced by circumstances into leader- 
ship. ' 

His works fill fifty-two volumes, 
theological,exegweical, controversial and 
epistolary. He is popularly supposed 


but he really worked on the book all 
his life, bringing out eight editions, 
the last at the close of his life. If 
he has ever been equaled as a commen- 
tator, he has never been excelled. He 
wrote commentaries on all but four or 
five of the sixty-six books of the 
Bible. He wrote his commentaries to 
test his theology. In his theology he 
followed the order of topics in the 
apostles’ crei%—God, Christ, the Holy 
Spirit, and the churel. His doctrine 
of predestination was not the heart of 
his system. It was a necessary in- 
ference from his views of God, the 
nature of sin and the work of Christ. 
Thinking on these things he was 
forced to conclude either God would 
like to save all men and cannot, or 
‘God could save ali and choose to save 
only a part of the race. But Calvin 
was no supralapsarian. In salvation 
man is patient and God is agent, but 
in condemnation God is patient and 
man is agent. . , 

Calvin's theology is Biblical, ration- 
al, ethical &nd evangelical. 

The fifth and last address in the se- 
ries wil] be delivered Friday night by 
Rev. G. B. Strickler, D.D., formerly 
pastor of the ntral church and now 
professor of theology in Union The- 
ological seminary, Richmond, Va. The 
-subject will be “The Five Points of

Hon. Hannis Taylor, of North Caro- 
lina, now living in Washington, D. C., 
who was for years minister to Spain, 
on yesterday passed through the city 
en route to Warm Springs, where he 
will deliver the annual address before 
the Georgia Bar Association today, in 
session there. 

His subject will be “Historical Schoo] 
of Jurisprudence and Its Fruits.” 

In addition to being a diplomat of 
note and deep student of the law, Mr. 
Taylor is also a well-known and bril- 
liant author of a number of prominent 
law works. His most recent work, is- 
sued about six months ago, was ‘'The 
Science of Jurisprudence,” which work 


‘| was recently honored by the Institute 


of France. His talk before the Bar 
Association will be based largely upon 
the contents of this edition. 

The fusion now going on throughout 
the world between Roman and French 
law is the chief theme. In most of 
the European countries the constitu- 
tional or public law is English and 
that of the interior or private law be- 
ing Roman. 

His most extensive work is that en- 
titled “Origin and Growth of the Eng- 
lish Constitution,” which is now in 
its eighth editon.

The Resolutions Adopted. 


The resolutions in full are as fol- 
lows: 


Your committee on business resolu- 
tions appointed by the Railway Mall 
Association in the Seventeenth Annual 
Convention, assembled in Atlanta, Ga., 
June 1, 1999, beg leave to submit for 
your consideration the following re- 
port: 

That the officials of our organization 
be instructed to present to the postof- 
fice department the following impor- 
tant measures: 

First, actual expenses while on duty 
and away from initial terminal. 

Second, higher classification for the 
apartment car lines. 

Third, reclassification of the transfer 
service. 

Fourth, elimination of deferred pro- 
motion. 

Having concluded that the above 
enumerated measures are of the prime 
importance, yet we wish to emphasize 
the fact that the paramount issue be- 
fore us for the ensuing year and the 
one upon which we should combine and 
concentrate our greatest energy and 
push forward to a successful end is 
“The payment of our expenses while on 
duty and away from our homes.” 

We believe there should be a high- 
er classification of apartment car lines, 
and that there should be no discrimin- 
ation against any. apartment car line, 
because of its not running over the line 
of a full R. P. O. 

The transfer service should be re- 

organized upon a just and equitable 
4 basis. 
Appropriations for the various grades 
tin the service should be sufficient to 
provide for all possible promotion to 
/those grades, and we instruct our pres- 
ident to use his best efforts to secure 
relief from the existing conditions. 

While we consider the above questions 
of prime necessity in bettering the 
condition of rallway postal clerks and 
the railway mail service in general, 
yet we wish to urge upon our officials 
and the officers of the post office de- 
partment- the need of— 

A better system of handling register- 
ed matter. 

A more thorough inspection of rail- 
way postal cars by the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

A more just and equitable method of 
discipline. 

The extension of sick leave to sixty 
days with provision that thirty days of 
this may be used for personal reasons 
without expense to the department, 
and sick leave without pay for ten 
months additional with all rights re- 
tained. 

We also recognize the necessity for 
some form of retirement for aged and 
disabled railway postal clerks and we 
recommend the serious consideration 
of this question by our association. 

We believe the best interest of the 
postal service would be subserved by 
transfer of efficient railway postal 
clerks to postmasters at offices with 
salary not less than $1,000 per annum.

Cazalas Failed to Prevent 
Lynching. 


In Lengthy Opinion Supreme 
Bench Holds He Was Warn- 
ed on Day of Tragedy, but 
Ignored Warnings, and Left 
Prisoner Unprotected. 


Montgomery, Ala., June 3.—Sheriff 
Frank Cazalas, of Mobile county, was 
today impeached by the supreme court 
for failure to take precautions neces- 
sary to prevent tha lynching of Rich- 
ard Robertson, a negro, who was 
taken from the jail on the night of 


January 21 last and hanged in the 
heart of the city.

The court holds, in a lendrehy opin- 
lon, written by Mr. Justice Simpson, 
that the sheriff was well warned the 
day of the tragedy that there was go- 
ing to be rouble, in fact, that there 
Was general knowledge all over the 
city that the negro might be lynched. 
Everything went to show in the testi- 
mony that while the belief was gen- 
eral that there would be an attempt 
at lynching, the sheriff ignored these 
and went home early, leaving no spe- 
clal arrangements to protect his pris- 
oner. 

The court announced that an order 
would be at once issued removing Ca- 
zalas from office, which order will be 
sent to the coroner, the only man au- 
thorized to execute it. Justice Simp- 
s0n says that if the law is right, mob 
law is wrong, and must be stopped if 
there Is a maintenance of the institu- 
tion of government in a free country. 

Will Create Vacancy. 

The clerk of the court, General R. 
F. Ligon, says the order for the re- 
moval of Cazalas will go forward by 
noon Friday and that its effect will 
be to create a vacancy the same as 
death. In the event that the gover- 
nor does not fill the vacancy by that 
time the coroner will have to take 
charge of the office, as he is the only 
man authorized by law to do the work 
of the sheriff. 

The conviction of Cazalas is the 
first under the new constitution for 
the impeachment of sheriffs and he is 
the first sheriff in the history of the 
state to be impeached for allowing a

HIGHLY PRIZED CARD | 
FROM JEFF DAVIS 


Colonel Thomas Recalls Last 
Visit Made by Mr. Davis 
to Atlanta. 


The celebration of President Jeffer- 
£0n Davis’ birthday has caused Colonel 
L. P. Thomas, one of the best-known 
confederate veterans of Atlanta, to 
look ‘over his scrapbook, and he has 
found there a small card which was 
personally presented to him by Mr. 
Davis in 1886, when the ex-president 
of the confederacy came to Atlanta to 
attend the unveiling of a statute to 
Benjamin H. Hill at the intersection 
of Peachtree and West Peachtree 
streets. The statue was afterwards 
removed to the corridor of the state 
capitol. On the card, which Colonel 
Thomas so highly prizes, are the fol- 
lowing words, written by Mr. Davis 
in his pecullar handwriting: 

“As ever, Sincerely Yours, 
Davis.” 

On the occasion of President Davis’ 
memorable visit Colonel Thomas was 
marshal of the day. It will be re- 
membered .by those who were in At- 
lanta at the time, that the reception 
given Mr. Davis was one of the grand- 
est ovations that the city ever accord- 
ed to a guest. All the way from the 
anion depot to the site of the statue 
school children strewed the streets 
with flowers. The scene was so in- 
spiring when the statue was unvelled 
that Henry W. Grady arose and ex- 
claimed: 

“This is one of the greatest days in 
the history of the world since Jesus 
Christ rose from the dead.” 

Mr. Davis was seen no more by the 
people of Atlanta until 1893, when his 
features, silent in death, were viewed 
in the casket that lay in state at the 
capitol.

able; the best hope for a restoration in 
the future to the pristine purity and 
fraternity of the union rests on the 
Opinions and character of the men who 
are to succeed this generation; that 
they. may be suited. to that blessed 
work, one whose public course-is end- 
ed tnvokes them to draw their creed 
from the fountains of our pplitical his- 
tory rather than from the lower stream 
polluted, as it has been, by self-seeking 
place-hunters and sectional strife.” 

(3) “In asserting the right of seces- 
sion it has not been my wish to incite 
to its’ exercise; the war showed it to 
be fmpracticable, but did not prove it 
to be wrong; and now that it may not 
be again attempted and that the union 
may promote the general welfare, it 
is needful that the truth, the whole 
truth, should be known, so that crimi- 
nation and recrimination may forever 
cease, and then, on the basis of fra- 
ternity and faithful regard for the 
rights of the state, there may be writ- 
ten on the. arch of the union, ‘Esto 
péerpetua.’” 

. Conclusion of the Address. 

Mr. Cox's concluding remarks, which 
were frequently interrupted with 
bursts of applause, were as follows: 

“To. the simple basis of fraternity, 
Mr. Davie adds only a ‘faithful tegard 
for the rights of the states.’ That’s all. 
And: who now disputes states’ rights? 
There’s nothing now left ever to make 
any one state willing to yield her own 
rights oVer her own internal affairs or 
to cause her to assault another. All 
must recognize that in a vast republic, 
of many diverse interests, state's rights 
‘over state affairs, are an absolute 
necessity, and that as the whole coun- 
try becomes greater, so the more neces- 
sary is the principle of home rule of 
home affairs for each and all of’ the 
states. 

"“fhe great conflicts over the sov- 
eralenty of the. states has been set- 
tled. Who now would have it that one

MAKES RUSH UPWARD 


Day of Sensation on the Stock 
Market—Sudden Rise of 
Some Stocks. 


New York, June 3.—The securities 
market in New York today was replete 
with sensations, and the causes lying 
back of the various spectacular demon- 
strations made by the price movements 
were kept veiled from public knowl- 
edge. That such causes existed and 
were of substantial nature was taken 
for granted on account of the convinc- 
ing evidence presented by the tape it- 
self. It would be difficult to cofceive 
of any such reckless and prodigal lav- 
ishing of resources as would be in- 
volved in a purely manipulative move- 
ment in Southern Pacific. such as its 
upward rush of over 6 points today on 
dealings in five thousand shares. Neith- 
ér was it supposable that this demand 
was due to any sudden realization on 
the part of a widespread public of the 
merits of Southern Pacific shares. The 
principal buying of the stock, more- 
over, came in enormous blocks from in- 
dividual brokerage houses. These fea- 
tures of the movement prompted the 
inference that the buying came from 
persons informed of some: forthcoming 
Plan involving the finances of organi- 
zation of the company. What that plan 
might be remained in the realm of pure 
conjecture, so far @s any authoritative 
information to the public went. Rumors 
or the subject dwelt on the Iikelihood 
ot a coming increase in the dividends 
on the common stock. Much was heard 
also of an intended retirement of the 
preferred stock, although the privilege 
lodged in that stock of exchanging into 
common stock at par for par would 
preclude the advantage which might 
come to the company by the retire- 
ment of this 7 per cent issue at 115, 
which is provided for it with the al- 
ternative of exchange. The exchange 
of the preferred for common would de- 
prive the former of its prior claim to 
7 per cent dividends, but it would also 
entitled it to share in any dividend dis- 
bursement above that amount. The 
senior company, Union Pacific; was 
tardy in responding to the excited ad- 
vance in Southern Pacific; and, in fact, 
sold off.at one time to a lower price 
than it closed last night. Later in the 
day it came 
fully. Before the Southern Pacific 
movement became fully effective in its) 
sympathetic influence on the general 
list, some degree of apprehension ex- 
isted over the market conditions pre- 
sented by the syndicate plan for intro- 
ducing United States Steel on the Paris 
bourse. The removal from the floating 
supply of the large blocks contem- 
plated by the Paris plan has admittedly 
added greatly to the difficulties of the 
short interest in United States Steel. 
The short interest was supposed to be 
large and to include some interests 
that are important factors in the stock 
market speculation. Some of the re- 
cent heavy liquidation in stocks that 
had been advancing is attributed to 
losers on the short side in United States 
Steel, who were protecting themselves 
in this manner. It was feared that the 
ccntinued rise in United States Steel 
* thus hurt the genera Imarket. 
Lack of United States Steel left room 
for wide surmises. Those were directed 
most eagerly to the amount of the ac- 
cumulation of the stock involved and to 
the price paid for it. The report from 
Paris of a million shares to be held 
would cover a fifth part of all the out- 
standing common stock of the gigantic 
corporation and the trusteeing of this 
amount of the stock, even with the pur- 
pose of selling other securities bearing 
a beneficial interest in the stock would 
imply a revolution in the market stand- 
ing of the security. Confident assump- 
tions were indulged in that an early 
increase in the rate of dividend dis- 
bursement might be inferred from the 
United States Steel shares, since the 
principal banking interest in the prop- 
erty was lending itself to the flotation 
of the shares in the Paris market ata 
price implying higher dividend than 
now paid. The influence of the same 
banking house in the administration of 
the corporation's affairs was held to 
justify the conviction that a desire by 
that interest to increase the dividend 
rate would prevail with the directorate. 
The remarkable 6 point jump in United 
States Steel preferred had no other 
explanation offered for it than the in- 
crease in the. security of the return 
growing out of the extension in earn- 
ings. The whole market became very 
buoyant, and animated before the close 
the day, but the influences ruling 
in all radiated from the impressive op- 
erations in the Harriman stocks and in 
United States Steel. 

Bonds were firm; total sales, par 
value, $10,073,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.
